Brain and Muscle for Women. 
Dr. W. G. Anderson in Outing, 

In a sensible article in the December Outing, 
Dr. W. G. Anderson, who is known to Geor- 
gians through his chautauqua work, says 
among other good things, the following: 

“Du Bojsé Raymond has shown the connec- 
tion between brain and muscle, and that by 
far the*most marked influence of physical 
exercise is upon brain centers. Such exercises 
as gymnastess, dancing, swimming, riding, 
fencing and skating are as much exercises of 
the central nervous system of the brain and 
Spinal marrow as of the muscles. Every move- 
ment of the body depends for its grace, accu- 
racy and force as much upon the co-ordination 
of the muscles as upon the strength of their 
contraction. The gray matter of the brain is 
at work equally with the muscles. Ag Dr. J. 
W. White has said, it is exercised at the same 
time, and is undoubtedly conform- 
ing to the undisputed law of self-im- 
provement, the powers, facilities, functious 
and organs grow and are strengthened by exer- 
cise and are weakened by disuse. Professor 
Richards, of Yale, makes this statement: 

The effectof exercise on the character, is 
felt most of all on the will. Development of 
muscular strength is, toa certain extent, de- 
velopment of the highest kind of will. 

“If women better understood the relation 
of* mind to body they would 

ssibly be more willing to exercise. 

he healthy condition of the race 1s affected 
by her physical condition. The first cradle of 
life must affect the life itself. Can we expect 
a poor tree to bear good fruit? Can vigor come 
from weakness’ Ifthe same attention was 
paid to the pedigree of the human race that is 
to that of some animals we sliould look fora 
hardier people. 

‘*Herbert Spencer says: 

It will seem strange that while the raising of 
first rate bullocks is an occupation on which 
men of education willingly bestow much time, 
inquiry and thought, the bringing up of fine 
human beings isan occupation tacitly voted 
unworthy of their attention. 

‘It is not sufficient that a woman should 
be healthy that her offsprings may be so 
too, but she must be strong of body that 
she may bo better able to teach others. A 
large per cent of the educators in this 
country are women. Many of them who have 
trained their minds fail in their work because 
their physiques will not stan¢ the strain, while 
others could much better train their 
they would give their bodies the necessary 
care and attention. 

‘‘Beauty of face is artificially made by appli- 
cations better known to the gen'ler sex. Wo- 


he skin by cosmetics which make only the 
apology of a blush, because their poor circula- 
tion will not give the desired color. If women 
were willing to put as much time in the gym 
nasium as they are to the artificial care of their 
bodies, the beauty which would result from 
such work would not only be more satisfactory, 
but it would be lasting.”’ 


He Drove Mr. Lincoln Home. 
From the Dramatic Nows. 

Mr. Leonard Grover, the proprietor of a 
Washington theater in 1805, tells the foliow- 
ing story of Mr. Lin@oln: 

Yes, I was the president’s coachman for 
one night only. it happened this wise: 

At the conclusion of the performance, as 
was my custom, I repaired to thw box toac- 
company the presidential party to their carri- 
age. Aswemade our exit from the theater 
through an unoccupied store adjoining the 


4 main entrance, we encountered on the walk, 


gathered at this particular point, an unusually 
large crowd. I knew at once that it had not 
gathered to do especial houor to the president, 
whose advent was, apparently unnoticed. 
Their backs were turned. Their attention 
was centered on something else. Derision, 
lauchter and coarse jokes fiiled the air. 
Circumstances developed that these events 
1 had tuken place. The president’s coachman, 
a fairly loyal Irishman, while waiting with 
the carriage, had been beguiled by some by~ 
“gtanders into a series of glasses. 

The horses had been left in charge of one 
who accompanied him on the box, a one-armed 
drummer bay, by name, I think, Walker, 
whom the president had made, on his delivery 
from the hospital a household messenger. 
This lad held with hisone hand the reins of 
the horses, which, as will be remembered, 
were the veriest hacks, but were somewhat 

restive under the noise of the crowd. 

The coachman, warned by Walker, felt in 
some measure a sense of his respousibilities, 
and was endeavoring to pull himself together:

What to Do with Our Old People, 
Professor Max Muller in the New Review. 

Max Muller, whois a delver in antiquities, 
wants to reconstruct society on an ancient 
basis. 

To support his idea that men, when they be- 
come grandparents, should retire and leave 
the field to their juniors, he tells this story of 
the life in ancient India. | 

“The time assigned to education and study 
varied from twelve to forty-eight years. 
Twenty, therefore, was the earliest time when 
a@ young man might take his degree, me a 
Snataka, or M. A., and think of entering on 
the second station in life—that of a married 
man and householder. This is a lesson to be 
taken to heart by those who imagine that early 
marriages, or child-sacrifices, are in accordance 
with the spirit of the ancient laws of India. 

“When returned to his home (samaritta),the 
young man had to find a wife, and become a 
Gribastha,- or householder. During that 
second period of life he had to perform all the 
duties of a husband and a father, offer a 
number of obligatory and optional sacrifices, 
continue his study of the Veda, and, if a 
Brahman, be ready to teach: When. however, 
his children were grown up and had themselves 
children, when his hair had turned grey and 
his skin had become wrinkled, the house- 
holder ought to to know that the time had 
come for leaving his house and all its cares, 
and retiring from the village into the forest. 
This seems to us a great wrench, and a sacri-- 
fice dificult to bear. It could, however, 
hardly have been so in India. Life in the 
forest there was a kind of  villeggiatura. 
Property being almost entirely family prop- 
erty, the father simply gave up to his sons 
what he himself no longer required. When he 
withdrew from the village he became released 
from many duties. He was allowed to take his 
wife with him, and his friends and relations 
were allowed to see,him in his sylvan retreat. 
Ho was then called a Vanaprastha, a 
dweller in the forest, and, released 
from the duties of a householder, from sacrifi- 
cial and other ceremonial obligations, he was 
encouraged to meditate on the great problems 
of life, to rise above the outward forms of re- 
ligion, and to free himself more and more from 
all the fetters which once bound him to this 
life. Even religion, in-he usual sense of the 
word, was no longer bin. .“9n bim. He was 
above religion, above sacred books, above sac- 
rifices, above a belief in many gods. With the 
help of the mystical doctrines containedin the 
Upanishads, he was led to discover the Infinite 
hidden in the Finite, the True behind 
the semblances of the senses, the Self behind 
the Ego, and the indestructible identity 
of hisown true self with the Supreme self. 
During all that time he might be visited, he 
might be consulted, he certainly continued to 
be loved and revered by his friends. But 
when at last life and all its interests ceased to 
lave any attraction. when he lived already 
more in the next world than in this, then the 
time came, for members of the first caste at 
least, to bid farewell to all, to leave the forest 
abode nearthe village, and to enter on the 
final Asrama, that of Samnyasi. Samnyasi 
means a man who has divested him- 
self of everything, who is free 
from all fetters, not only from the 
too great love of things, but also from the too 
great love of friends and relations. That last 
stage could not have lasted long. It was 
simply a preparation for death, which could 
not tarry much before it released the wanderer 
(parivrajaka) from his last enemy, and restored 
him to that bliss of which this life had so long 
deprived him. 

“This is, no doubt, an ideal scheme of life, 
and it isdliftficult for us to believe that itshould 
ever have been realized in ail its fulness. 
The first and second stages in the life of man 
are natural enough, and exist more or less in 
every well-organized society. .Itis the third 


stage, the withdrawal from actiys Me the 


’ ¢ Imes 41. m Faun 
larly, the surrender of ail claim on the family 
property, that seems to us hardly credible. 
We receive, however, from an unexpected 
quarter, a confirmation that this retirement 
into the forest was at one time a reality in 
India. 

He draws his conclusion as follows: Our re- 
ligion, our morality, our very humanity would 
miuke us shrink from any violent measures to 
enforce this lesson; but,we must not, for all 
that shut our eyes to the fact that some of the 
most sérious evils of our modern society are due 
to the encroachments Of old age on the legiti- 
mate functions of youth and manhood. If, in 
ancient times, the difficulty was what to do 
with old people, the difficulty in our modern 
society is what to to with young people. And 

Because every sphere of act-/ 
life in which young men 
naturally and legitimately, 
hope to find an opening for making themselves 
useful to the world, and gaining a livelihood 
for themselves, is filled with men who, nearly 
or altogether, belong to the class of the 
Depontani. It will be argued, no doubt, that 
old age possesses more experience and wisdom 
than youth and early mauhood can. possibly 
possess. But surely there is a senile as well as 
a juvenile folly; and even  admit- 
ting the superior experience of 
old people, that experience would 
become far inore useful to the world if they 
were satisfied in their old age to become coun- 
selors, and leave the toil and moil of the daily 
warfare of life to younger men. — Besides, the 
affairs of life require not only prudence and 
caution, but likewise decisiveness and courage ; 
and when it is considered that the conse 
quences of good or bad counsels must fall, 
+} after all, on the heads of-the next generation, 
it is but fair that the young should have some 
share in determining what isto be done. Be- 
sides, we cannotstultify nature. Youth and man- 
hood are better than old age; and with all the 
advantages that old age may justly be proud 
of, there are weaknesses which, like white 
hairs, steal almost unperceived over old heads. 
No art is able to disguise, and no effort of will 
strong enough to resist them. Hygienic sci- 
ence may in our days keep people alive longer 
than in former centuries, and a proper disci- 
-pline of body and mind may in some cases pre- 
‘serve &@ mens sana in corpore sano beyond the 
usual limits. But,asa rule, man is meant to 
learn iu his.youth, to act in his manhood, to 
counsel in his advancing years, and - to medi- 
tate in his extreme old age. It is the disre- 
gard of this clear and simple lesson, con- 
veyed by the four ages of man, which 
is responsible for the worst of our 
socia) evils. A young man is meant to marry; 
but how, in the present state of society, is it 
possible for a young man and a young woman 
to contract matrimony at the proper time, 
unless their parents have saved enough to 
enable them to doso?

The Whole Life of an Aimerican Illustrated 
by the Autobiography of Jefferson 


: Davis. 


: From Belford’s Magazine. 


I was born June 3, 1808, in Christian county, 
Ky., in that part of it which, by a subsequent 
division, isnow Todd county. At this place 
has since arisen the village of Fairview, and 
on the exact spot where I was born has been 
constructed the Baptist church of* the place 
My father, Samuel Davis, was a native of 
Georgia, and served in the war of the revolu- 
tion, first in the ‘‘mounted gunmen,” and 
afterward as captain of infantry at the siege 
of Savannah. During my infancy my father 
removed to Wikinson county, Miss. After 
passing through the county academy I en- 
tered Transvaal college, Kentucky, at the age 
of 16, and was advanced as far as the senior 
class when I was appointed to the U nited 
States military academy at West Point. which 
1 entered in September, 1524. I graduated in 
1828, and then, in accordance with the custom 
of cadets, entered active service with the rank 

f lieutenant, serving asan officer of infantry 

; the northwest frontier untH 1833, when, a 
regiment of dragoons having been created, I 
was transferred to it. After a successful 
campaign agajnst the Indians I resigned 
from the army, in 18335, being anxious to ful- 
fili a long-existing engagement with a daugh- 
ter ot Colonel Zachary Taylor, whom 1 mar- 
ried, not *‘after a romantic elopement,”’ as has 
so often been stated, but atthe house of her 
aunt and in the presence of many of her rela- 
tives, at a place near Louisville, Ky. Then I 
became a cotton planter in Warren county, 
Mississippi, It was my misfortune, early in 
my married life, to lose my wife; and for many 
years thereafter I lived in great seclusion on 
the plantation in the swamps of the Missis- 
sippi. In 1843.1 for the first time took part of 
the political life of the country. Next year I 
was chosen one of the presidential electors 
at large of the state, and.inthe succeeding 
year was elected to congress, taking 
my seat in the house of representatives in De 
cember, 1845. The proposition to terminate 
the joint occupancy of Oregon and the reform- 
ation of the tariff were the two questions 
arousing most public attention at that time, 
and I took an active part in their discussion, 
especially in that of the first. 

During this period hostilities with Mexico 
commenced, and in the legislation which the 
contest rendered necessary my military educa- 
tion enabled me to take a somewhat prominent 
part, 

In June, 1846, a regiment of Mississippi vol- 
unteers was organized at Vicksburg, of which 
I was elected colonel. On receiving notice of 
the election I proceeded to overtake the regi- 
ment, which was already on its way to Mex- 
ico, and joined it at New Orleans. Reporting 
to General Taylor, then commanding at Ca- 
margo, my regiment, although the last to 
arrive—having been detained for some time 
on duty ot the mouth of the Rio Grande—was 
selected to move with the advance upon the 
city of Monterey. The want of transportation 
prevented General Taylor from taking the 
whole body of voiunteers who had 
reported there for duty. The Mis- 
sissippi regiment owas armed entirely 
with percussion rifles. And here it 
may be interesting to state that General Scott, 
in Washington, endeavored to persuade me 
not to take more rifle. than enongh for four 
companies,and objected particularly to per- 
cussion arins,fas not having been safliciently 
tested for the use of troops in the field. Know- 
ing that the Mississippians would have no 
confidence in the old flint-lock muskets, I in, 
sisted on their being armed with the kind of 
rifle then recently made at New Haven.Conn.— 
the Whitney rifle. From having been first 

used by the Mississipians these rifles have 
always been known as the Mississippi rifles, 

In the attack on Monterey General Taylor 
divided his force, sending one part of it by a 
circuitous road to attack the city from the 
west, while he decided to leadin person the 
attack on the east. The Mississippi regiment 
advanced to the relief of a force which had 
attacked Fort Lenaria, but had been repulsed 
before the Mississippians arrived. They carried 
the redoubt, and the fort which was in the 
rear of it surrendered. The next day our 
force on the west side carried successfully the 
height on which stood the bishop’s palace, 
which commanded the city. 

Qn the third day the Mississippians ad- 
vanced from the fort which they held, through 
lanes aud gardens, skirmishing and driving 
the enemy before them until. they reached a 
two story house at the cornerof the Grand 
Plaza. Here they were joined by a regiment 
of Texans, and from the windows of this house 
they opened fireon the artillery and such 
other troops as were in view. But, to get a 
better position for firing on the principal 
buiidings.of the Grand Plaza, it was necessary 
to cross the street, which was swept by 
canister and grape, rattling on the pavement 
like hail, and, as the street was very narrow, 
it was determined to construct a flying bar- 
ricade. Some long timbers were found, and, 
with pack saddles and boxes, which served the 
purpose, a barricade was constructed. 

Here occurred an incident to which I have 
since frequently referred to with pride. In 
breaking open a quartermaster’s storehouse to 
get supplies for this barricade, the men found 
bundles of the much-prized Mexican blankets, 
and also of very serviceable shoes and pack 
saddles. Théwack saddles were freely taken 
as good njaterial dor the proposed barricade ; 
and one of my men, as his shoes were broken 
ands shad hurt his feet, asked my per- 
missiento take a pair from one of the boxes. 
This, of Course, was freely accorded; but not 
one of the y valuable and much-prized 
Mexican bldnkets was taken. 

About the time that the flying barricade was 
completed, arrangements were made by the 


Texans and Mississippians tooccupy houses 


on both sides of the street, for the purpose of 
more effective fire into the Grand Plaza. It 
having been deemed necessary to increase our 
force, the Mississippi sergeant-major was sent 
back for some companies of the First Missis- 
sippi which had remained behind. He re- 
turned with the statement that the enemy was 
behind us,that all our troops had been with- 
drawn, and that orders had been three times 
sent tome toreturn. Governor Henderson, of 
Texas, had accompanied the Texan troops, 
and on submitting to him the question 
what we should do under the message, 
he si reailized—-as) was very plain—that 
it was safer toremain where we were than— 
our supports having been withdrawn—to re- 
turn across streets where we were liable-to be 
fired on by artillery, and across open grounds 
where eavalry might be expected to attack us. 
But, he addede*e supposed the orders came 
from the gew -in-chief, and we were bound 
to obey theg. So we made dispositions to re- 
tire quietly ; but, in passing the first square, 
we found that our movement had been antici- 
pated, and that a battery of artillery was post- 
ed to command the street. The arrangement 
made by me for crossing it was that I. should 
go first; if only.one gun was fired at me, then 
another man should follow; and so on, another 
and another, until a volley should be fired, and 
then all. of them should rush rapidly across 
before the.guns could be reloaded. In this 
manner the-men got across with little loss. 
‘We tben made our way to the suburb, where 
we found that an officer of infantry, with two 
«ompanies and a section of artillery, had been 
posted to wait for us, and, in case of emer- 
gency, to aid our retreat. 

Early next morning Gea. Ampudia, com- 
manding the Mexican force, sent in a flag and 
asked for a conference with a view to capitula- 
tion. Gen. Tayior acceded to the proposition, 
and appointed Gen. Woith, Gov, Hendersun 
and myself commissioners to arrange the 
terms of capitulation. Gen. Taylor received 
the city of Monterey, with supplies, much 
needed by his army, and shelter for the 
wounded. The enemy gained only the privilege 
of retiring peacefully, a privilege which, if it 
had not been accorded, they hadthe power to 
take by any one of the three roads open to 
them. The point beyond which they should 
withdraw was fixed by the terms of capitula- 
tion, and the time daring which hostiliti 
were to be suspended was determined on by th 
length of time necessary to refer to and receive 
answers from the two governments. A few 
days before the expiration of the time so fixed. 
‘the government of the United States disap- 
proved of the capitulation, and ordered the 

_ truce to be immediately terminated. By this 
decision we lost whatever aredit had been given 


te us for generous terms in the 
capitulation, and hostilities wereto be re- 


sumed without any preparations having been 


made to enable General Taylor, even - with 
the small force he had, to advance further 
into the enémy’s country. General Taylor’s 
letter to Mr, Marcy, secretary of war, was a 
very response -to an unjust criticism ; and 
inthe Washington Union of that time I also 
published a very ful] explanation of the acts 
of the commissioners, and of the military 
questions involved in the matter of capitula- 
tion in preference to coutinuing the siege and 
attack, 

General Taylor, assuming that it was in- 
tended for him to advance into the interior of 
Mexico, then commenced to prepare himself 
for such acampaign. To this end he made 
nt. peesegeenn for the needful transportation, as 
well as munitions, including, among: other 
supplies, large India rubber bags in which to 
carry provisions for days, and which, being 
emptied before we reached the desert of sixty 
miles, would,by being filling with water,enable 
troops and horses to cross those desert plains. 
These and other details had been éntered into 
under the expectation that the censure 
of the treaty of Monterey meant 
a -march into the interior of 
Mexico. Another thing required was 
a new battery of field pieces to take the place 
of the old Ringgold battery, which by long 
service had become honeycombed. When all 
these arrangements were nearly completed it 
was decided to send General Scott, with dis- 
cretionary powers, which enabled him to take 
nearly all the tried troops General Taylor had, 

eucluding even the engineer then employed in 

the construction of a fort, and the battery of 
new guns to replace the old ones, which were 
deemed no longer safe, but which, under the 
intrepid Captain Bragg, afterward did good 
service in the battle of Buena Vista. 

General Taylor, with the main body of his 
army, went to Victoria, and there made 
arrangements to send them all to report to 
General Scott at Vera Cruz, except the small 
force he considered himself entitied to as an 
escort on his route back to Monterey through 
an unfriendly people. That escort consisted 
of a battery of light artillery, a squadron of 
dragoons, and the regiment of Mississippi 
riflemen. With these he proceeded throuch 
Monterey and Saltillo to Agua Nueva, where 
he was joined by the division of General Wool, 
who had made the campaign of Chihuahua. 

General Santa Anna, commanding the army 
of Mexico, was informed of the action which 
had been taken in stripping General Taylor of 
his forces, and was also informed that he had 
at Saltillo only a handful of volunteers, which 
could be easily dispersed on the approach of 
anarmy. Thus assured, and with the prospect 
of recovering all the country down to the Rio 
Grande, Santa Anna advanced upon Agua 
Nueva. 

General Taylor retired to the Angostura 
pass, in front of the hacienda of Buena Vista, 
and there made his dispositions to receive the 
anticipated attack. As sage as he was brave, 
his dispositions were made as well as the smal! 
force at his command made it possible. After 
two days of bloody fighting; General Santa 
Anna retired before this little force, the 
greater part of which had 3never before been 
under fire. 

The encounter with the enemy was- very 
bloody. “The Mississippians lost many of their 
best men, for each of whom, however, they 
slew {several of the enemy. -For, trained 
marksmen, they never touched tlie trigger 
without haying an object throhgh both sights; 
and they seldom fired without drawing blood. 
The infantry against whom the advance was 
made was driven back, but the cavalry then 
moved to get in the rearof the Mississippians, 
and this involved the necessity of falling back 
to where the plain was narrow, so as to haye a 
ravine on each flank. 

In this position the second demonstration of 
the e¢nemy’s cavalry was received. They were 
repulsed, and it was quiet in front of the Mis- 
sissippians until an aide came and called from 
the other side of the ravine, which he could 
not pass, that General Taylor wanted support 
to come as soon as possible in the protection 
of the artillery on the right flauk. The order 
was promptly obeyed at double quick, al- 
though the distance must have been 
nearly a@ mile. They found the enemy 
moving in three lines upon the batteries 
of Captain Branton Bragg and _ the 
section of artillery commanded by George I. 
Thomas. The Mississippians came up in line, 
their right Nauk epposite the first line of the 

advancing enemy, and ata very short range 
opened fire. All being sbarpshcooters, those 
towardjthe left of the line obliqued to the 
right, and at close quarters and against, three 
long lines very few shots could have missed. 
Atthe same time the guns of Bragg and 
Thomas were firing grape. The effect was 
decisive: the infantry and artillery of the en- 
emy immediately retired. 

At the close oi the day Santa Anna bugled 
the retreat, as was supposed, to go into quar- 
ters, but when the nextsun rose there was no 
enemy in our front. 

The news of this victory was received in the 
United States with a degree of. enthusiasm 
proportionate to the smal] means with which 
it was achieved ; and generosity was excited 
by the feeling that General Taylor had been 
treated with injustice. Thenceforward the 
march of “Old Rough and Ready” to the 
white house was a foregone conclusion. 

In this battle, while advancing to meet the 
enemy, then pressing some of our diseomfited 
volunteers on the left of the field of battle, I 
received a painful wound, which was rendered 
more severe in consequence of remaining in the 
saddle all day, although wounded early in the 
morning. A ball had passed through the foot, 
leaving in the wound broken bones and foreign 
matter, which thedelay had made it impossi- 
ble then to extract. In consequence I had to 
return home on crutches. 

Inthe meantime a senator of Mississippi 
had-died, and the governor had ot shone me 
hissuceessor. Before my return home Presi- 
dent Polk had also appointed me _ brigadier- 
general of volunteers, an appointment which 
I declined on the ground that volunteers are 
militia, and that the constitution reserved to 
the state the appointment of all militia officers. 
This was in 1847. In January, 1848, the Mis- 
sissippi legislature unanimously elected me 
United States senator for the rest of 
the unexpired term; andin 1850 I was re- 
elected for the full term as my own suc- 
cessor. In the United States senate I was 
chairman of the military committee; and I 
also took an active part in the debates on the 
compromise measures of 1850, frequently op- 
posing Senator Douglas, of Illinois, in his 
theory of squatter sovereignty, and advocating, 
as a means of pacification, the extension ofthe 
Missouriicompromise line to the Pacific. When 
the question was presented to Mississippi as 
to whether the state should acquiesce in the 
compromise legislation of 1850, or whether it 
should join the other southern states in a con- 
vcution to decide as to the’best course to pur- 
sue in view of the threatened unsurpations of 
the federal government, I advocated a con- 
veition of the southern states, with a view to 
such co opperation as might effectually check 
the éxercisé of constructive powers, the parent 
of despotism, by the federal government. 

The canvass for governor commenced that 
year. The candidate of the democratic party 
was by his opponents represented to hold ex- 
treme opinions—in other words, to be a dis- 
unionist. For, although he was a man of high 
character and had served the country well in 
peace and war. this supposition was so artfully 
cultivated that, though the democratic party 
was estimated to be about 8,000in majority, 
Aa election occurred in September the 
dembdcratic candidates for a convention were 
defeated by a majority of over 7,000, and the 
democratic candidate for governor withdrew. 

The election for governor was to occur in 
Novyember,and I wascalled on to take the 
place vacated by the eandidate who had with- 
drawn from the canvass. It was a forlorn 
hope, especially as my health had been im- 
paired by labors in the summer canvass, and 
there was not time before the approaching 
election to make such a canvas as would be 
needed to reform the ranks of the democracy. 
However, asaduty tothe party, I accepted 
the position, and made as active a campaign 
as the time permitted, with the result 
that the majority against the party was re- 
reduced to less than 1,000. From this time, I 
remained engaged in quiet farm labors until 
the nomination of Franklin Pierce, when I 
went out to advocate his election, having 
formed a very high opinien of him as a states- 
man and a patriot from observations of him in 
1837 and 1838, when he wasin the United 
States senate. 

On his election as president, I became a 


member of his cabinet, filling the office of sec- 


retary of war during his entire term. 
During these four years I proposed the intro- 
duction of camels for service on the western 
lains, a suggestion which was adopted. { also 
ntroduced an improved system of infantry 
tactics, effected the substitution of iron for 
wood in gun carriages, secured rifled muskets 
and rifles and the use of minie balls, and advo- 


: 
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‘cated the increase of the defences of the sea- 
. coast by heavy guns and the use of large-grain 
der. 
While in the panne, opapp b dbipe y-e- as a 
‘military necessity and as a n yp a 
ing the Pacific territory to the anion, tae - 
struction of a military railway across the con~ 
tinent; and, as secretary of war, I was put in 
charge of the survey 
‘proposed. Perhaps for a similar reason—my 
revious action in the senate—I was also put 
n charge of-'the extension of the United 
States capitol. : 

The administration of Mr. Pierce presents 
the single instance of.an executive whose 
cabinet witnessed no change of persons during 
the whole term. At its. close, having been 
re-elected to the United States senate, I re- 
entered that body. : 

During the discussion of the compromise 
measures of 1850, the refusal to extend the 
Missouri compromise line to the Pacific was 
early put on the ground that there ‘vas no con- 
stitutional authority to legislate slavery into 
or out of any territory, which was in fact and 
seeming intent a repudiation of the Missouri 
compromise ; and it was so treated in the Kan- 
sas- Nebraska bill. 

Subsequently Mr. Douglas, the advocate of 
what was called — sovereignty, insisted 
upon the rights of the first immigrants into 
the territory to decide upon the question 
whether migrating citizens might take their 
slaves with them; which meant, if it meant 
anything, that congress could authorize @ few 
settlers to do what it was admitted congress 
itself could not do. But out of this bill arose 
a dissension which finally divided the demo- 
cratic party, and caused its defeat in the pres- 
idential election of 1860. 

And from this empty, baseless theory grew 
the Iliad of our direst woes. 

W hen congress metin the fall of 1860 I was 
appointed one of a senate committee of thir- 
teen to examine and report on some practica- 
ble adjustment of the controversies which then 
threatened the dissolution of the union I at 
first asked to be excused from the commnpittee, 
but atthe solicitation of friends agreed to 
serve, avowing my willingness to make any 
sacrifice to avert the impending struggle. The 
committee consisted of men belovging to the 
three political divisions of the senate, the 
state rights men of the south, the radicals of 
the north, and the northern democrats, with 
one member who did not acknowledge himself 
as belonging to any one of the three divisions— 
Mr. Crittendon, an old-time whig, and the 
original mover of the compromise resolutions. 
When the committee met it was agreed that 
unless some measure which would receive the 
support of the majority of each of the three 
divisions could be devised, it was useless to 
make any report; and after many days of 
anxious discussion and a multiplicity of propo- 
sitions, through the southern state rights men 
and the northern democrats and the whigs, 
Mr. Crittenden, could frequently agree, they 
could never get a majority of the northern 
radicals to unite with them in any substantive 
proposition. Finally, the committee reported 
their failure to find anything on which the 
three divisions could unite. Mr. Douglas, who 
was a member of the committee, defiantly 
challenged the northern radicals to tell what 
they wanted. Asthey had refused everything, 
he claimed that they ought to be willing to 
tell what they proposed to do. 

When officially informed that Mississippi 
had passed the ordinance of secession, I took 
formal leave of the senate, announcing for the 
last time the opinions I had so often expressed 
as to state sovoreignty, and, as a consequence 
of it, the right of a state to withdraw its dele- 
gated powers. Before I reached home I had 
been appointed by the convention of 
Mississippi commander-in-chief of its army, 
with the rank of major general, and I at 
once proceeded with the task of orgrniza- 
tion. I went tomy home in Warren county 
in order to prepare for what I believed 
was be to a long and ‘severe struggle. Soona 
messenger came from the provisional confed- 
erate congress at Montgomery, bringing the 
unwelcome notice that [I had been elected 
provisional president of the confederate 
states. But, as reluctant I was to accept the 
honor, and carefully as I had tried to prevent 
the possibility of it, in the circumstances of 
the country Icould not refuse it; and I was 
inaugurated at Montgomery, February 18, 
1861, with Alexander H. Stephens, of Geor- 
gia, as vice-president. 

From this time to the fall of the confederate 
government my life was part of the history of 
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tha confederacy and of the war between th 
states, It 18 1 PUSsIviv, tlienweLewe, ic Leilwt It 


in detail. 

[n the selection of a cabinet I was relieved 
from a difficulty which surrounds that duty by 
the president of the United States, for there 
were no ‘‘sections’’ and no ‘party’ distinc- 
tions. All aspirations, ambitions and interests 
had been merged in agreat desire for con- 
federato independence 

In my inaugural wddress I asserted that ne. 
cessity, not choice. had led to the secession of 
the southern states; that, as an agricultural 
people, their policy was peace and free com- 
merce, with all the world; that the constituent 
parts, not the system of government, had been 
changed. 

The removal of the troops fics Fortress 
Moultrie to Fort Sumter, the guns of which 
threatened the harbor at Charleston, and 
the attempt to throw re-enforcements into that 
fort—thus doubly breaking a pledge that mat- 
ters shouldbe keptin statu quo—constituted 
the occasion as well as the justification of the 
opening of fire upon Fort Sumter, Soeedily 
following this event came the call for a large 
army by Mr. Lincoln, and the secession of 
other southern states as the consequence of 
this unmistakable purpose of coercion. 

Virginia, which had led in the effort, by a 
peace conference, to avert national ruin, when 
she saw the constitution disregarded and the 
purpose to compel free states by military force 
to subinit to abitrary power, passed an ordi- 
nance of secession, and joined the confederate 
States. 

Shortly after this, as authorized by the pro- 
visional congress, I removed the confederate 
capital from Montgomery to Richmond. 

Among the many indications of good will 
shown when on my way to and after my arrival 
at Richmond was the purchase of a very fine 
residence in Richmond by leading citizens. It 
was offered as a present; but, following a rule 
that had governed my actiou in all such cases, 
I declined to acceptit. I continued to live in 
Richmond until the confederate forces were 
compelled to withdraw from the defences of 
the capital. 

That event was not quite unexpected, but 
it occurred before the conditions were ful- 
filled under which General Lee contemplated 
retreat. After General Lee was forced to 
surrender, and General Johnson consented to 
do so, I started, with a very few of the men 
who volunteered to accompany me, for the 
trans-Mississippi; but, hearing on the road 
that marauders were pursuing my family, 
whom I had not seen _ since 
left Richmond, but knew to be en 
route to the Florida coast, I changed 
my direction, and, after a long and 
hard ride, found them encamped and threat- 
ened byarobbing party. To give them the 
needed protection I travelled with them for 
several days, until in .the -neighborhood of 
Irvinville, Ga., when I supposed I could safe 
ly leave them. But, hearing about nightfall, 
thata per of marauders were to attack the 
camp that mght, and supposing them to be 
pillaging deserters from both armies, and that 
the confederates would listen to me, I awaited 
their coming, iay down in my traveling 
clothes and fell asleep. Late in the 
night my colored coachman aroused me 
with the __, intelligence that the 
camp was attacked, and I stepped out of the 
tent where my wife and children were sleep- 
ing, and saw at once that the assailants were 
troops deploying around the. encampment. I 
so informed my wife, who urged me to escape. 
After some hesitation I consented, and a ser- 
yant woman started with me, carrying a 
bucket as if going to thé spring for 
water. One of thesurrounding troops ordered 
me to halt and demanded my surrender. I 
advanced toward the trooper, throwing off a 
shawl which my wife had put over 
my shoulders. The trooper aimed his car- 
bine, when my wife, who witnessed the act, 
rushed forward and threw her arms around 
me, thus defeating my intention, which was, if 
the trooper missed his aim, to try and unhorse 
him and escape .with his horse. ‘Then, with 
every species of petty pillage and offensive ex- 
hibition, I was taken from point to point until 
incarcerated in Fortress Monroe. There I 
was imprisoned for two years before being 
allowed the priyilege ofthe writ of habeas 
corpus. 

At length, when the writ was to be issued, 
the condition was im by the federal exec- 
utive that there should be bondsmen influen-

older children were, with their grandmother: 


ity wife, as soon as permitted, having shared 


‘my.imprisoument, and brought our infant 


daughter with her. From time to time I 
obeyed summonses to go before the federal 
court at Richmond, until finally the case was 
heard by Chief Justice Chase and District 
Judge Underwood, who were divided in opin- 
ion, which sent the case to the supreme court 
of the United States, and the proceedings were 
quashed, leaving me without the opportunity 
to vindicate myself before the highest federal 


court. 

After about a year’s residence in Canada I 
went to England with my family, under an ar- 
rangement that I was to have sixty days’ 
notice whenever the United. States court re- 

uired my presence. After being abroad in 
Saclned and on the continent abont a year, 
I received an offer of an appointment as 

resident of a life insurance company. 
hereupon [ returned to this coun- 
try, and went to Memphis, and took charge 
of the company. Subsequefitly I came 
to the gulf coast of Mississippi, as a quiet place 
where I could prepare my work on “The Rise 
and Fall of the Confederate Government.” A 
friend from her infancy, Mrs. Dorsey shared 
her home with me, and subsequently sold to 
me her property at Beauvoir, an estate of five 
or six hundred acres, about. midway between 
Mobile and New Orleans. Before I bad fully 
aid for this estate Mrs. Dorsey died, 
eaving me her sole legatee. From 
the spring of 1876 to the autumn of 1879 
I devoted myself to the production of the his- 
torical work just mentioned. It isan octavo 
book, in two volumes of about 700 pages each. 
Ihave also: from time to time contributed es- 
says to the North American Review and Bel- 
ford’s Magazine and have just completed the 
manuscript of ‘‘A Short History of the Confed- 
erate States of America,’’ which is expected to 
appear early in 1890. 
ince settling at Beauvoir, I have persist- 
ently refused to take any active part in poli- 
tics, not merely becanse of my disfranchise- 
ment, but from a belief that such labors could 
not be made to conduce to the public good, 
owing to the sectional hostilities manifested 
against me'since the war. For the same reason I 
have also refused to be a candidate for public 
offies,jalthough it is well known that I could at 
any time have been re-elected a senator of the 
United States. 

I have been twice married, the second time 
being in 1844, toa daughter of William B. 
Howell, of Natchez, a son of Governor Howell, 
of New Jersey. She has borne me six child- 
ren—four sons and two daughters. My sons 
are all dead; my daughters survive. The 
elder is'Mrs. Hayes, of Colorado Springs, Col., 
and the mother of four children. My youngest 
daughter lives with us at Beauvoir, Miss.

COMPANIONS.

The Many-Wived Pasha and the Devout 
Sheik—A Sunset on the Mediterranean— 
Two Busy Hours at Alexandria. 


* JunvsaLtem, December 4.— [Special Corres- 
pondence The Constitution.]—With our de 
parture from Athens it seemed to me as if we 
had left civilization behind. The experience 
was asorry one; to exchange the bright and 
gay capital of Greece and the friends we had 
found. there, for tho over-crowded steamer 
which conveyed us to Alexandria, There is 


‘but one line of steamers between Greece and 


Egypt. Itis known asthe Egyptian Packet 
Steamship company’s line. There being no 
choice in the matter, Alexandria hav- 
fing to be reached, we took the steamer 
Chakkieh from Pirwus, which is the 
barbor of Athens, and a place of con- 
siderably over twenty thousands inhab- 
itants. The ship was so crowded with passen- 
gers that our party was compelled to divide 
up, some members of it being obliged to travel, 
as faras sleeping accommodations were con- 
cerned, as second-class passengers. An Egyp- 
tian pasha aboard had five of his wives along, 
and for their exclusive comfort and conveni- 
ence had hired the entire ladies’ saloon and 
dressing-room, putting others to distressing in- 
convenience. , Arabs crowded the decks. 
Among them was a sheik very noticeable any- 
where; he had a keen eéye and a commanding 
look. Ashore’ he is at the head of a 
force of fifteen thousand men; at sea 
he is surely the most devout of Mus- 
sulmans. He was nearly always engaged in 
prayer, or in the ablutions preliminary and 
proper tothis pious exercise. Dr. Talmage 
Was greatly impressed with the unabashed 
absorption of the followers of Mahomet in 
their practice of the duties prescribed for them 
fn the koran. He expressed himself as of thp 
opinion that not one in a hundred thousand 
Christians would venture in public places with 
scores of spectators, and under no undue pres- 
gure from exceptional circumstances, to thus 
openly demonstrate his religious faith, We 
survived the voyage to Alexandia, and will 
ever retain a strong impression of what it is to 
live two days in close contact with Arabs, pent 
up in narrow quarters, trving vainly to rest on 
miserable beds, and being obliged to ‘consume 
and drink far from our liking. 

Iam modest in my attempts at description, 
and possibly should have noticed less the 
splendors of : 

A MEDITERRANEAN SUNSET, 
had my immediate surroundings ‘been agreea- 
ble. These were un-American enough, but 
the retirement of Old Sol was astrong re- 
sninder of home. Yes, there were the streaky 
clouds, neither rosy red nor golden ini their 
tint, }utan indescribably beautiful blending 
ofthe two; below them the delicate green 
which all too soon disappoints the admiration 
of the observer, and surrounding the glorious 
orb, the saffron .splendors which characterize 
in a pre-eminent degree the sunset of America, 
<n asl now know, of the Mediterranean 


so. 
The voyage of forty-eight hours exhausted 
Dr. Talmage, who did not sleep a wink 
throughout the time. He maintained his 
habitual cheerfulness, however, living out his

something better to do than to complain of the 
discomforts of the way, and vex their friends 
with the recital upon their return. 

The arrival of our steamer created great 
excitement inthe harbor. It was soon sur- 
rounded by boats containing fellows of many 

-Hativualities, yelling for dear life. These amia- 
ble beings Wére agents for boats and hotels, 
porters. beggars and touters for jobs, and were 
a less agreeable reminder of home than the 
beauties on which my ambitious pen com- 
mented a few moments ago, 

We stopped at Alexandria two hours pur- 
suing Our way to Cairo with only this incon- 
siderable break in the journey. However, we 
did manage while at fh rowers: to eat a sub - 
stantial breakfast, to see Pompey’s Pillar, and

palace gardens, which were in full blossom; 
and ate fruit from the trees, while an attend 
ant made bouquets of roses for the ladies of 
the party. As a matter of course, we did not 
fail to note street scenes in this great city of 
twe hundred thousand inhabitants. . The 
houses, most of them, are such as Arabs erect 
everywhere, razor-backed donkeys, attended 
by half-clad jabbering urchins, awaited fares. 

PEOPLE WERE ODDLY DRESSED, 
the men in the wide, baggy trousers every- 
where a feature of the orient. Wamen’s ap- 
re] consisted of loose, blue jeanigowns, black 
ead-capes and veils, either black or white, 
held in position, oddly enough, by bamboo 
sticks. Very ancient looking were the buffalo 
carts and the water wheels served by men or 
their faithful servants, the buffalo and the 
Gonkey. Dust was everywhere too abundant. 
Our most delightful reminiscence of Alexan- 
dria is of its gardens. 

We arrived at Cairo on! the evening of No- 
vember 26, all pretty well fagged out, and 
more than ready for the really superb accom- 
modations awaiting us. We found our hotel 
surrounded by a garden which fiourished in 
tropical luxuriance. What was more to the 
purpose an excellent dinner awaited our atten- 
tion, and comfortable beds the occupancy of

otel was a surprisingly good one. I think I 

Id not exaggerate in describing it as equal 
UTE best in New York, but the management

trous serics of interviews with Moses. Dr. 
Talmage stood before ‘‘this imperishable type 
of evanescence” at least twenty minutes in- 
specting it and making notes in his Bible.

At the request of the family Dr. Talmage took 
partinthem. Ip the course of his remarks he 
, EXPRESSED THE SYMPATHY 

of the entire American church. The name of 
Lansing, he said, had for years been synony- 
mous with scholarship and Christian consecra- 
tion. Tens of thousands of hearts in America 
would bleed at the news of this good womans 
departure. For thirty-two years had she, far 
from her native land, been toiling for the ele- 
vation ofa race so different from her own in 
feature, incolor, in customs, in habits, that 
nothing but an entirely unselfish love could 
haveinspired her. As Dr. Talmage alluded to 
her gentle and long continued ministrations, 
loud weeping frequently interrupted him. The 
scene was most impressive. 

Early the next day we started for the pyra- 
mids, which we reached after a three hours 
trip. Dr. Talmage insisted on climbing to the 
top of the Great Pyramid of Cheops called 
Ghizeh. In this the whole party joined him, 
and with the aid of twelve dragomen and two 
boys who carried drinking water, we ascended 
the pyramid, climbing or being pushed up as 
oceasion reguired. We made the ascent in 
twenty minutes. Upon our descent we par- 
took of a substantial lunch we had carried 
with us from Cairo, and proceeded to inter- 
view the sphinx, which has stared stonily at 
the desert for uncounted years. 

The next morning we sailed up the Nile on a 
dainty little steam launch. Dr. Talmage, 
Bible in hand, read the prophecies concerning 
Egypt, and pointed out what appeared to his 
vee evidences of their fulfillment. Suddenly 
the launch stopped. On investigation we dis- 
covered that we had run on to asand bank. 
The engines worked and reversed, but to no 
avail. Nubian negroes, who manned the 
launch, tried hard to push it off, but all in 
vain. Then one of them stripped and jumped 
into the Nile, and tried by main strength to 
clear the launch, moaning loudly with every 
effort. He not succeeding, another negro 
stripped and followed his comrade’s example ; 
then still another, but without success. The 
amount of 

MOANING WAS INCREASED, 
but the launch never budged. Finally Dr. 
Talmage and the writer took long poles, and 
placing of each one an end in the sandy bed of 
the river, began to pusb, at the same time 
ordering the engines to be reversed, while the 
union of the strength of all the men aboard 


was brought to bear on the workin hand. By 


these means, gradually butsurely, the launch 
was freed, and the journey continued. About 
noon we reached Memphis, with its ancient 
ruins, including the palaces of the Pharaohs. 
Here we mounted donkeys for the 
first time, and amid considerable mer- 
riment, surrounded by a hundred or 
more natives, these clad more or less, 
particularly less. On,our journy many incli- 
dents, perhaps too trifling to mention, but 
very amusing at the time, helped to keep us 
inexcellent humor. One was the frequent 
braying of the donkey rode by Miss May Tal- 
mage. Lis vocal performances reminded her 
father of experiences in a church choir in his 
younger days. Aftera while the doctor grew 
very tired of his donkey, and decided to substi- 
tute a camel for him. Ascameis are plentiful 
in Egypt, his wish was gratified at the first 
stop we made. Hisexperience on camelback 
soon led him, however, to prefer the donkey’s 
gentle gait. No one who has «not 
seen a camel walk can understand the 
ludicrous fiyure the illustrious preacher cut on 
that awkward creature’s back. First he was 
jogged forward, then he fell backward, and 
found the just position only to have h!s nose 
tossed violently against the curious saddle that 
forms part of a camel’s outfit. He looked so 
inexpressibly comical that we whisked ont our 
Kodacs fin a jiffy, and before he _ could 
straighten out the broad grin with which he 
tried to cover his embarrassment, 
it was immoralized. To make 
my story short, the necessity being 
imminent to save my illustrious friend from 
sea sickness—for isn’t the camel the sbip of 
the desert ?—the owner of the brute tickled it 
on the knee of one of its forelegs. Down it 
went onthem. He then seratched its hind 
legs with the same effect, thus bringing the 
animai’s body on a level with the sand, which 
enabled the doctor to alight in time to avoid 
a catastrophe much better not described.

new count and called it Anno Domini. What 
a wonderful event it must have been that 
closed the record of the ages and 
started time on. a new cycle. How in the 
world did it happen? The Greeks had their 
calendar and the Romans had theirs, and the 
Jews had one that was handed down by Moses, 
but all of them were overshadowed by the one 
that a handful of Christians set up, and for 
1400 years the Anno Domini has given a 
date to every birth and death and event in the 
civilized world. It seems to me that if I was 
an iniide!l I would not place these figures at 
the top of my letters. I would not dignify the 
dirth of a child that way, I would rather write 
BSH as the date of the creaticy. But, no, if I 
did not credit Moses and tho prophets I 
couldn’t choose that date, and so I would have 
no date—no erato begin with. The Greeks 
had their Olympiads to date from and the Ro- 
mans the birth of their ancient city, and the 
Mohamimedcans the flight of Mohamet, but a 
modern agnostic has nothing. If he was an 
American, I suppose he might begin with the 
declaration of independence and say January, 
114. The Jew is better off, for he has a faith— 
a faith as strong as the ages—and his era gces 
back to Moses and the prophets, but even he 
has toconform to the Anno Domini of the 
Christian in all his business relations with 
mavkind. If he wasto date a business let- 
ter or make out. a bill of goods 
according to his faith, it would be returnes to 
him for explanations. What a wonderful 
thing is this date—these four simple figures. 
We write them and write them, but we seldom 
ponder on what they prove. 

On New Year's night, I was talking to the 
children about these things and about the long 
journey we had taken since the last New Year. 

Ve have gotten back to the same place in the 
universe and bave traveled nearly three hun- 
dred millions of miles. Talk about your can- 
non ball trains and your lightning express. 
Why, we have been running a schedule of 
thirty thousand miles an hour and never 
stopped for coal or water, and never had a 
jostle nor put on a brake nor greased a wheel. 
Other trains have crossed our.track and we 
have crossed theirs, but there was no danger 
signal, nosign board, nored flag, no watchman.

Did ever 
passengers ride sotrustingly? And what is 
more wonderful! still, our train has a littie fun 
on the way and every day turns a summersault 
twenty-five thousand miles round just for the 
enjoyment and health of the passengers. 
Turns over as it goes, turns at a speed of a 
thousand miles an hour and never loses an 
inch of space or a moment of time. Wouldn’t 
it be big fun if we could stand off away from 
the train and see it roll on and turn as it rolled 
and see the passengers all calm and serene? It 
seems tome that if I was an infidel or an ag- 
mostic I would want to get off this train—a 
train without an engineer—a train that has got 
Joose from somewhere and is running wild at 
the rate of 500 miles a minute. Talk about

Martin Marshall was one of 
tho best of men, and was honored and respected 
by all whoknew him. He was a devoted,

“Ever since 1839,” said General Long- 
gtreet, “I had been on terms of the 
closest intimacy with General Grant. 
i well remember’ the _ § (fragile form 
which answered te the name of Grant 
that year. His distinguished trait as a cadet 
was girlish :nodesty, a hesitancy in presenting 
his own claims, a taciturnity born of his 
modesty, but a thoroughness in the duties as- 
signed to him. As I was of a large and 
robust physique, 1 was atthe head of most 
larks and games. But in these young Grant 
never joined, because of his delicate frame. In 
horsemanship, however, he was noted as the 
most proficient in the academy. In fact, rider 
and horse held together like the fabled Cen- 
taur. 

‘*In 1842 I was attached to the Fourth in- 
fantry as second lieutenant. A year later 
Grant joined the same regiment, stationed in 
that year at Fort Jefferson, twelve miles from 
St. Louis. The ties thus formed have never 
been broken, but there was a charm that: held 
us together, of which the world has never heard. 
My kinsmen, Mr. Frederick Dent, was a sub- 
stantial farmers living noar Fort Jefferson. He 
had a liking for army ‘officers, and his son, 
Fred, was a pupil at West Point. One day I 
receiyed an invitation from him to visit 
his house, in order to meet young 
Fred, who had just. returned, 
and I asked Lieutenant Grant te go with me. 
This he did, and of course was introduced to 
the family, the last one to come in being Miss 
Sfulia Dent, the charming daughter of our

little of Grant durin g tile rest of the visit. He 
paid coart;in fact, with such assiduity as to 
Five riso to the hope that he had 
forever gotten over his diflidence. Five years 
later, in 1548, after the usual uncertainties of 
a soldier’s courtship, Grant returned and 
claimed Miss Dent as his bride. I had been 
married just six months at that time, and my 
wife and I were among the guests at the wed- 
ding. Only a few months ago Mrs. Graut re- 
called to my memory an incident of our Jef- 
ferson life that was connected with General 
Grant’s. courtship. Miss Dent had been és 

corted to the military balls often by Lieuten- 
ant Grant; that on one occasion, when she did 
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and he was really in needy circumstances. 
The next day I was walking in front of the 
Planters’ when I found myself face to face 
with Grant, who, placing inthe palm of my 
hand a five-dollar gold piece, insisted that I 
shouldtakeit in payment of a debtof honor 
over fifteen years old. I. peremptorily declined 
to take it,alleging that he wasout of the service 
and more in need of it than I. 

‘You must take it,’ said he. ‘I cannot 
live with anything in my possession that is 
not mine.’ 

“Seeing the determination in the man’s 
face, and in opderto save him mortification, I 
took the money, and shaking hands, we 
parted. 

“The next time we met,” said Gen- 
eral Longstreet, ‘was at Appo- 
matter, and the first thing General Grant said 
to me when we stepped aside, placing his hand 
in mine, was: 

‘**Pete (a soubriquet of mine), let us have 
another game of brag to recall the old days 
which were so pleasant to us all.’ 

‘Great God, thought I to myself, how my 
heart swells out to such a magnanimous touch 
of humanity. Why do men fight who were 
born to be brothers ? 

“During the war my immediate command 
had engaged the troops of Grant but once—at 
the battle of the Wilderness. Woe came in no 
sort of personal relation, however. In the 
spring of 1865, one day while awaiting a 
letter from General Grant, General Lee said 
to me: 

‘“‘*There is nothing ahead of us, but to sur 
render.’ : 

“It was as one of the commissioners appoint- 
ed to arrange t@rms of peace that { met Gen- 
eral Grant at Appomattox. His whole greet- 
ing and conduct toward us was as though noth- 
ing had happened to mar our pleasant rela- 
tions. 

‘In 1866 I had occasion to visit Washington 
oh business, and while there I made a call of 
courtesy on General Grant at his office. As I 
arose to leave he followed me out into the 
hallway and asked meto spend an evening 
with his family. I thanked him, promising 
compliance, and passed a most enjoyable even- 
ing. When leaving Grant accompanied me 
into the hallway and said: 

‘* ‘General, would you like to haye an am- 
nesty ?’ 

‘‘Wholly unprepared for this, I replied I 
would like to have it, but have no hope of get- 
ting it, He toid me to write out my. applica- 
tion and tocall at his office at noon the next 
day, and in the meantime he would see Presi- 
dent Johnson and Secretary of War Stanton 


in my behalf. WhenTI called he had al- 
ready seen these men, and assured me that 


there was not an obstacle in the way. He 
endorsed my application that it be granted as 
a special personal favor to himself, 

‘In the January before Grant was inaugu- 
rated for the first time I paid him a passing 
friendly visit. He then said to me: 


~ **Longstreet, I want you to come and see 


me after Iam inaugurated and let me know 
what you want.’ 

‘After the inauguration I was walking up 
the avenue one day to see Grant, when I met 
a friend who informed me that the President 
had sent in my name for confirmation as 
surveyor of the portof New Orleans. For 
several weeks the nomination hung in the 
senate, when I went to Grdnt and begged him 
to withdraw it, as I did not want his personal 
friendship for me to embarrass his administra - 
tion. 

‘‘*Give yourself mo uneasiness about that,’ 
he said. ‘The senators have as many favors 


letters of the proceedings of congress, while 
in session, for the New York Sun, from the 
reportorial ranks of which paper he was 
elected to congress. He writes at his desk on 
the floor of the house and daily, as the speak- 
er’s gavel wraps for adjournment, his letter is 
concluded. They are the spiciest and 
most interesting letters ever .con- 
tributed to an American newspaper. 
Indeed, these letters -have earned for 
Mr. Cummings the reputation of being the 
best correspondent in America. And this is 
evidenced by the fact that, itis claimed, his 
letters alone have increased the Sun’s circu- 
lation some twenty thousand. 

Cummings, twenty years ago, traveled 
through Georgia on freight trains or counting 
the crossties. He wasa member of that great 
army knownas tramp printers and at one 
time set type in the Constitution offices 
He also “‘he!d a case’’ on the Savannah News 
foratime. Then he probably averaged, when 
working, twelve to fifteen dollars a week. To- 
day he gots $10,000 a vear from the Sun,$5,000 
asa member of congress and fifty dollars a 
week, or $2.500 a year, fora Sunday syndicate 
letter. Or, in other words, where a few years 
ago Cummings earned fifteon dollars a week, 
he now makes $350. | 

Besides Mr. Cummings, however, thefe are 

many other editors and printers in the two 
houses of congress.

It is a very convenient method adopted by 
the two houses of congress to notify members 
or the public generally, in any part of Wash- 
ington, when either house is in session. 

Every day at noon, as the speaker’s gavel 
raps to call the house to order, the flag on the 
house end of the capitol is hoisted, and as the 
gavel rapg for adjournment is lowered. This 
flag can be seen from any part of the 
city and is a great convenience 
to menibers like Major Barnes, of Augusta, 
for instance, who finds it extremely diffi:ult to 
navigate. When such meh happen to remain 
at the departments an hour after the house 
meets and start for the capitol, they can tell 
from where they are whether or not the house 
or senate has adjourned, and if so, as is often 
the case in the house within fifteen minutes 
after meeting, they can continue their depart- 
ment work. The senate has a simiiar flag. 
At night, however, there is only one sign for 
both houses. Is isalightin thetop of the 
dome, which is burning when either house is 
in sessicn. When not in session the light is 
extinguished.

And Predicts that Neither—of the Election 
Bills Now Before Concreas Will Ever 
Become Laws—Other News. : 


WASHINGTON, January 4.—[Special.]—Sen- 
ator Yst, of Missouri, generally considered 
scent gd ablest democrats in the senate, has 
a word to say about the national election law 
Hills, and proposes a solution of the negro 
“problem. The majority of the people of the 
south will, however, not agree with him in 
full. 
When asked what he thought of the chances 
ofeither the Sherman or Chandler bills be- 
coming a law, he said: 
“Chandler's bill isinfamous. It is intended 


for the south alone. Senator Sherman’s bill 
will not pass the senate, and neither will the 
Chandler bill, for that matter. There are 
some republican senators who will vote against 
these. bills. Senator (Quay, for one, will not 
vote for either of the bills. The passage of 
either bill would hurt the republican party and 
Senator Quay has foresight and wisdom 
enough to see it.” 

‘‘Do you think the race riots in the south are 
the result of proposed federal legislation ?”’ 

“Why, of course. It keeps the race ques- 
tion stirred up. The republicans ought to 
know that the white people in the south are 
mot going to be ruled by an ignorant class. 
Jet any northern republican go south to live, 
andthe result is he votes the democratic 
“ticket on state issues every time. He has a 
fhorror.of negro rule, and he sees the necessity 


‘of virtue and intelligence haviug charge of 


affairs. Our philosophical republicans, im- 
Dbued with theoretical notions about the ne- 
grocs, 
REMAIN AT A DISTANCR, 

and indulge in speculationsvthat never could 
be put into practice. They know nothitg 
about the negroes until they attempt to live 
I know all about the negroes 
peculiar habits. They are 
parasitic and local, and’ will never 
leave the country. Only the whites 
‘that are used to them can get along with them. 
The negroes who went to Kansas returned. 
‘They like the hot climate and the mule, and 
the long resting spelis.”’ : 

‘‘How will the race problem be solved ?”’ 

“There is only one way to settle the race 
question, and that is by theimmigration of ths 
megroes or the whites. They cannot live 
peaceably together. The prejudice that exists 
‘etwoen the races is too strong to ever permit 
of harmony. I say the negro must go. Why, 
the people of Cafifornia would rise up in arms 
tomvurrow to prevent the Chinese from being 
permitted full citizenship, and what is that 
‘Dut caste, race prejudice? That feeling ex- 
ists in the south, and from the very nature of 
things cannot be otherwise.’ Ihave frequently 
ssaid to my republican colleagues in the 

- gpénate that I thought that the Chinese ques- 
tion should be a lesson in dealing with another 
wace question inthe south. Thomas Jefferson, 
one of the greatest and wisest men America 
thas ever produced, foresaw and predicted the 
direful results of the two races living in the 
Game country. He was only twenty-three 
yearsold when he sal@that slavery would be 
abolished gradually or by Wry.angd terrible 
bloodshed.

Jginer received a builet in his left arnl, above 
the elbow, and a flesh wound in his left hand. 
Mrs. Joiner received three flesh wounds in the 
scalp, and one ofthe assailants felled her to 
the floor by a blow with his fist. The 
couple came to Washington to lay the matter 
before the British minister. Sir Julian is in- 
‘westigating the case, and expects to bring it 
to. the attention of the secretary of state. None 
of the North Carolina members have returned 
yet, and consequently the facts of the case 
cannot be gotten tonight, but it is hardly prob- 
able that the Rev. Mr. Joiner’s statements are 
literally true. However, whether true or not, 
Mr. Blaine and the man in the white house 
will raise a rumpus, and claim that it was done 
by white democrats.

Some topics 
involving the delicate phases of government 
service, and likely to be exciting, will come 
before the landtag. 

One of these will be the consideration of the 
disposition of sums confiscated during the 
kulterkampf and diverted into the secret serv- 
ice fund. Within recent years the reptile 
fund has been so little used that the name 
of it sounds almost ancient. But few 
papers are subsidized, and fewer agents 
are maintained.

Crispi is thought to be a little disappointed 
just now. He had counted upon another con- 
ference at Friederichrue at the closé of the 
year. He attaches very great importance to 
this sort of repeated recognition to him as 
adding much to his prestige among the states-

chancellor to project alliances elsewhere. 


FLAX AND JUTE MEN. 


They Appear Beforethe Committee and Ask 
Protection. 

WASHINGTON. January 4.—The hearing be- 
forethe committee of ways and means was 
opened this morning with an argument by 
Edmund A. Whitman, of Boston, in favor of 
the rer yal of the duty on flax.. The present 
rates, he ‘aid, had not been in force ten years, 
and yet t »product of flax in this country had 
steadily ducreased. It was practically a non- 
existent industry. Its culture required too 
much arduous manual labor and technical 
skill. The product had failen off from 27,000,- 
000 pounds in 1860 to 5,000,000 pounds in 1870, 
and today it was so insignificont that no one 
could tell whatit was. The duty was, there- 
fore, a burden to the linen manufacturer with- 
out being compensatory to the farmer. 

The first statement was made by Anderson, 
of Maine, manufacturer of fancy cassimeres, 
broadcloth, etc. Heargued in favor of the 
restoration-of duties on such goods to about 
where they stood prior to the change made in 
the tariff law of 1883, and in opposition to the 
removal of duties on wool. 

A petition from the flax hacklers of Patter- 
son, N. J., in favor of duties on flax, was pre- 
sented by the chairman, and one from Phila- 
delphia, signed by a large number of persons 
asking for free raw materials, was presented 
by Mr. Carlisle. 

The next statement was made by J. R. 
Turner, Jr., of Boston, president of the Flax 
and Hemp Spinners’ association. He com 
plained that his business had not the same de- 
gree of protection as other industries had and 
that consequently in many lines of goods com- 
petition with foreign countries could not be 
keptup. He argued in favor of an increase 
of duties on some grades: of linen goods, so 
that there might be home production and home 
markets and of the extention of present duty 
of $5. ton on flax straw and §20 a toni on 
dressed flax, : 

Mr. Combs, of Kentuncky, hemp grower, 
made an argument in favor of the duty on 
hemp and against the proposition to put jute, 
sisal and manila on the free list. He would 
like the duties on jute, sisal and manila raised 
oue cent a pound, but he would be content if 
the present duties on them were retained. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Carlisle, wit- 
nessstated that the hemp proditctiou of the 
country had gone up from 2,500 tons in 1869, 
until it was now about 12,000tons. It had 
been at one time 83,000, but its use had been 
ly diminished by the subssisntion of wire 
aud other materials for ropes == of iron hoops 
for cotton bagging.

THE GRIPPE IN NEW YORK. 


Death Reported During the 
Past Week. 

New York, January 4.—Seven cases of 
sudden death were reported at the coroner’s 
office today. For thetwenty-four hours end- 
ing at noon today, 234 deaths were reported, 
making the total for the week 1,202, an unpre- 
cedented number for this season of the year. 
The number. of deaths reported the previous 
week was 762. The share the prevailing epi- 
demic has increased mortally is shown in the 
large number of victims to diseases of the or- 
gans of respiration. Three hundred and 
sixty-two policemen are reported.on the sick 
list today. Ten have died from pneumonia 


during the week. 

Dr. Paul Hoffman, assistant superintendent 
of schools, was taken to Bellevue hospital 
early this morning, a raving maniac from the 
effects of an attack of the ‘‘grippe,”’ which he 
has been suffering }from the past three days. 
He occupied a room at Alpine flats, at the 
corner of Broadway and Thirty-third street. 
This morning he waked the neighberhood by 
firing a pistol in the hallway of his lodgings, 
and iater was found in the street flourishing 
his revolver. He was taken first to the station 
house, where he becaine violent, and thence to 
Belleyus hospital. Hoffman was first at- 
tacked with influenza four days ago. During 
his sickness he had not been able to sleep, and 
his landiord said today that he thought the 
doctor must have given him something to in- 
duce sleep, which had the effect of unsettling 
his mind. 

_ (HB DISEASE IN OTHER CITIES. 

Lonpon, January 4.—Henry Chaplin, presi- 
dent of the board of agriculture, has been at- 
tacked by theinfluenzain aseyere form. He 
is confined to bed. The disease has made its 
appearance in Liverpool. The contagion there 
is entirely traceable to letters that come from 
Russia. There are numerous cases of the dis~ 
ease atu Brkenhead and Dorchester. The 
weather is muggy, and this conduces to the 
spread of the disease. 

Paris, January 4.—The epidemic is now se- 
vere at Touton, Nancy, Rouen and in Algiers. 

GoTHA, January 4.—Andrews Perthes, of 
the famous house that peng oe the ‘‘Alma- 
nach De Gotha,’’ is dead from influenza. 

New Brunswick, N. J., January 4.—There 
are about 1,000 cases of la grippe in this city, 
among the victims being many prominent 
lawyers, physicians, ministers and business 
men. Father Burns, City Attorney Weigel 
and Prosecutor Rice are confined to their beds 
with the disease. 

BERLIN, January 4.—Schools at Hall have 
been closed owing to the prevalence of the in- 
fluenza. The Dowager Empress Augusta is 
suffering from an attack-of influenza. 

Boston, January 4.—Superintendent 
Searver, ofthe Boston public sghools, report 
that a superfiscial examination of the atten- 
dance since the Christmas holidays show that 
from twenty to fifty percent of the pupils are 
absent with la grippe. Two schools in 
Charlestown and onein Dorchester have not 
been opened at all, because of the prostration 
of teachers and pupils.

The Brother of Mrs. Nutall, with Two Men 
Who Knew Nutall for Years, Reach the 
City and Say Preacher Dale Is Guilty. 


Three gentlemen who knew Nutall, the 
North Carolina journalist, organigist, printer 
and biganmist well in the old north state, 
reached Atlanta yesterday morning on the 
11 o’clock Air Line train. 

They.are Mr. Horton, Mr. Deal, and Mr. 
Davis. 

The gentlemen will spend the day in the 
city, and at 5 o’clock leave on the Georgia 
Pacific train for Dallas, where they goto ap- 
pear as witnesses next Tuesday, when the case 
against Rey. Walter R. Dale, pastor of the 
seventh Baptist church is called. 4 

The Rey. Mr. Dale is charged with bigamy. 

When Dale was arrested in Atlanta several 
weeks ago, charged with being Nutall, the 
North Carglina bigamist Nutall, he was_posi- 
tively identified by Mrs. Horton, a mother of 
the lady to whom Nutall had been married 
and whom he deserted. In making the iden- 
tification Mr. Horton was so positive that 
those who heard him were convinced that he 
was correct. He said too, that when Dale’s 
final trial came up he would be on hand with 
testimony enough to convince a jury that Dale 
was Nutall andconsequently a bigamist. 

So far as being on band 
with the testimony, Mr. Horton has redeemed 
his promise. 7 

Both Mr. Deal and Mr. Davis knew Natall 
for many years in North Carolina. 

Both haye seen Dale sinco they came to 


Atlanta. 

And both say most positively that Dale and 
Nutall are the same. 5 

Soon after Mr. Horton ,went back to his 
home he announced his determination to pros- 
ecute Nutall to the extent of the law, and be- 
gan looking about for his witnesses. 
Everybody in the country had known 
Nutall, and hundreds of witnesses could 
have been secured. In glancing over the 
field, however, he found that Mr. Davis had 
been intimately acquainted with Nutall for 
years, and could quickly tell whether Dale 
and Nutall were the same.

Mr. John H. Hughes died at the Arlington 
hotel, under very tad circumstances Thursday even- 
ing, about six o'clock.

HELD FOR MURDER: 
4 NEGRO YOUTH HELD FOR KILLING 
His FRIEND. 


Dr. J. C. Avary, Coroner of Falton County, 
Begins an Investigation of a Very Pe- 
cullar Case on Wheat Street. 


Friday night Taylor Kendall, a negro youth 
of seventeen, died at his sister’s home, No. 242 
Wheat street. 

Kendall died from the effects of a bullet 
wound. 

Herbert McLaughlin was arrested yesterday 
morning, and locked up to await the action of 
the coroner’s jury. 

The story of the shooting was printed 
in Tue Constitution last Thursday. Ac- 
cording to the wounded negro’s statement, 
he was coming out of a store in Jenningstown, 
Christmas eye, when hesaw McLaughlin level 
@ pistol at him. 

‘'DONT SHOOT,”’ 
he cried; but McLaughlin fired, andthe ball 
entered Kendal!’s head, near the crown, and 
passing through the brain came out just above 
the hollow of the neck. 

Kendall staggered forward and fell on the 
sidewalk. Several other negroes 
who knew him, took him to _ the 
home of his sister on Wheat street. So soon 
as they arrived there they left him and went 
away without giving their names, 

Dr. Couch was summoned, and after ir- 


-vestigating the wound he decided that the 


negro was seriously and perhaps fatally in- 


jured. 

Since that time Kendall has been hovering 
between life and death. Inflamation of the 
brain set in, followed by softening of the brain, 
and Thursday night he died in great agony. 

THE INQUEST 

was begun by Dr. J. C. Avary, coroner of Ful- 
ton county, yesterday, after he wasinformed of 
the circumstances conneeted with the shoot- 
ing. 

AtT7 o'clock the jury adjourned. until 12 
o’cleck Monday, when the investigation will 
be continued. 

It looks like a case of murder. 

According to Kendall’s dying statement 
McLaughlin shot him without any pro- 
vocation whatever. He Knew McLaughlin 
and the two were good friends. That was 
why, he said, that he threw up his hand and 
begged him not to shoot. 

There are a good many witnesses in the case, 
and it looks like a very grave charge against 
McLaughlin. The case will be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and in the meantime McLaughlin 
is held at the station-house. 

He says that he did not shoot Kendall, and 
had nothing to do with the killing. He says 
that he was in front of the young 
man, and that he could not tell 
who fired the shot or the direction of the ball 
from where he stood. He ciaims that Kendall 
was shot from behind. 

NecLaughlin was locked up to await: the 
final action of the coroner's jury.

THE HATCHER FIRE. 


The Net Loss Is About Thirty Thousand 
Dollars. 

Macon, Ga., January 4.—Special.— As 
stated in the telegram published in Tus Con- 
STITUTION this morning, the net loss by the 
Hatcher Iron Wagon factory fire of last 
night, is about $30,000. The gross loss 
is from $50,000 to $55.000, perhaps the former 
figure is nearer the true amount. Total in- 
ssurance about $25,000. 

The stock lost by the Hatcher Iron Wagon 
factory is estimated from $49,000 to $50,000 
Fifty wagons were in the buildiug ready to be 
shipped and over four hundred were nearly 
completed, The company had $19,000 in- 
surance divided as follows: Home, of New 
York, $2,500; Western, $2,000; Lion, $2,000; 
Rome, $750; Hamburg Bremen, $2,500; Com 
mercial Union, $2,500; Phenix Assurance, 
$2,000; Royal, $1,250; Westchester, $1,000; 
Lancashire, $1,500; Norwich Union, $1,000. 

The building occupied by the factory, be- 
longed to Collins Manufacturing company, 
and was worth $9,000 or $10,000, insured for 
$4,250, as follows: Commercial Union, 
$1,500; London Assurance, $750; Phenix, 
of Brooklyn, $1,500; Hanover, $500. There 
was $750 in the Hibernia on some stock be- 
longing to the Collins Manufacturing com- 
pany. The factory was situated just 
outside of the city limits. The firemen went 
to the scene of the fire; but would not throw 
water on it or render any assistance, as the 
factory was not within the corporate limits. 
It is said had the firemen consented to play on 
the fires the factory and _ building 
could have begn saved with a loss not exceed- 
ing $1,000. By the rules of the city the fire- 
men are not expected to render assistance 
outside the limits.

His Honor— Judge Marshall J. Clarke.

His 
steadfast resolution is attested in Mr. Tol- 
leson’s stay ofa vearin the Fulton county 
jail. Heis no nearer out to-day than he 
Was a year ago, andas Judge. Clarke put 
him there for a specific purpose, it is proba- 
ble that he will linyer there for some time 
to come unless he yields to the mandate of 
the law, The offense for which Mr. Tolle- 
son went to jail was his refusal to obey the 
order of the judge to turn over the assets of 
the broken bank to the receiver. Failing 
to do so he was sent to jail for contempt. 

It may be said that Mr. Tolleson’s future 
is gloomy, for if he turns overthe remaining 
assets, ifthere are any,it is said that he will 
criminate himself by divulging the question- 
able methods by which he conducted busi- 
ness, His refusal toturn over the assets 
will probably developin his honor, Judge 
Clarke, adeterminationthat has not been 
excelled since the days of the elder Brutus, 

Apropos to this,a New York gentleman, 
who lost something inthe collapse of the 
Tolleson bank, was askeda few days ago, 
whathe would accept in settlement of the 
claim he held against the bank. He replied: 
“T willnot compromise it for a cent less 
than its valueaslengasthereisa judge in 
Georgia like Judge Marshall. J. Clarke. I 
would rather lose every cent of it than 
interfere with the exceilent plan he has put 
on foot to teach alessonto men who refuse 
to follow the straight and narrow path of

The Exchanges Last Year. 

It is now in order to review the volume of 
business last year on the New York ex- 
changes. ea 

Qn the stock exchange the speculative 

ovement was considerably below that of 
1888. According to the figures compiled for 
the New York Commercial Bulletin, in lis- 
ted seeurities, stocks fell slightly, the total 
being 61,133,161 shares, against 62,845,772 
in 1888. Governments declined from $6,- 
779,400 to $4,287,050, and state and railroad 
bonds increased from $346,511,402 to $394, - 
151,466. In unlisted securities there was 
a decided increase shown in the stock ac- 
count, 10,889,455 shares changing hands, 
against 2,842,844sharesin1888. The year’s 
business in unlisted bonds reached $4,709,- 
116, a decrease from $8,455,500, and the 
transactions in oil aggregated 82,639,000 
bbls, against 150,688,000 in 1888. Stocks 
were most active in May, and governments 
in January. In railroads January was the 
most active. 

At the produce exchange the trading -in 
wheat fell off largely from the transactions’ 
of the preceding year. The lowest prices 
were current June 3d, when No. 2 red afloat 
sold at 794 cents. 

The year on the cotton exchange was not 
very prosperous, The year 1888 showed a 
decline of some 8,000,000 from the trans- 
actions of the year before, but 1889 showed 
a still further decline of 3,000,000 bales, 
while the total sales of 358,327 bales of spot 
cotton indicated a decline of 41,188 bales 
compared with 1888. 

In the coffee exchange the Brazilian 
trouble unsettled things during the closing 
months, but did not materially influence 
prices.

In March, December sold at eighteen cents, 
the highest of the year, and the lowest 
price was in July when August delivery 
sold at thirteen cents. 

On the consolidated stock and petroleum 
exchange the sales of petroleum were only 
a little over a third as large as those of

The Negro Business. 

The Georgia Baptist is edited at Augusta 
by Rev. W. J. White, a colored man. Com- 
menting on the recent trouble between the 
whites and biacks in that city, the Georgia 
Baptist says: 

The good people of Angusta, white and colored, 
have too much atstake to allow a crowd of druuken 
roughs, either white or colored, to destroy the peace 
and good order ofthe community. Law and order 
must prevail and all law-abiding people of Augusta 
should unite to prevent the riotous scenes that have 
been witnessed in our city during the past week. 


This sort of talk is in decided contrast to 
the comments of the republican editors of 
the north, who make a political epoch of 
every collision between drunken whites and 
blacks. Itisapity that the northern editors 
do not understand the situation as clearly as 
Editor White, who knows, to begin with, 
that no respectable white man will embroil 
himself with a negro, and that no respectable 
negro will engage in a row with a disrepu- 
table white man. 

Every row and every riot that has ever 
occurred between the races in the south up 
to date may be traced either to foolhardiness 
orto mean whisky. There are various 
grades of white men in this country, but 
thus far we have been unable to find a white 
man in good standing who considers it the 
correct or the courageous thing for a mob 
of whites to invade a lonely cabin and take 
from his bed a trembling negro and give 
him a touch of thgir influence.. That such 
things have been done _ is unquestionable, 
but never has a reputable southern man 
engaged in such a cowardly business. 

On the other hand, there have been many 
outrages that had their origin «in the 
drunkenness and violence of the negroes 
themselves. Snobbery has its amVitions, 
and as nearly every negro that is turned out 
of a schoo! never considers himself respect- 
able until he comes in collision with the 
white element in one shape or another, it is 
a wonder that there have not been more 
collisions. 

And yet, in spite of these things, there 
have been fewer manifestations of race 
prejudice at the south than atthe north 
“Toshow that this is the case it is only 
necessary to refer ito the testimony of the 
negroes themselves. At the north the 
negroes lack every opportunity that human 
beings can ask for. They are driven out of 
every trade and profession, and they are 
compelled to earn their living as white~ 
washers and scrubbers. They have no 
chance atall, and yet it is not unusual to 
hear southern negroes quoting northern 
newspapers to show that the colored race 
here is oppressed. This is a matter of 
moonshine, however, as every sensible 
negro must know. The real prejudice 
against the colored race exists at the north, 
while that at the south is mainly the result 
of republican political pressure, which has 
thus far done more to delay the progress of 
the negroes than all other causes combined.

Whén Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, 
caine to Atlanta ten years ago and told our peopie 
about the vaiue of cotton seed, but four people be- 
lieved what he said. After discussing the various 
uses this litle product could be made to servo, he 
said thatifthe New England people had a plant 
that would yield only the seed that we get from the 
cotton piant, and could make the same amount per 
acre that is made in Georgia, not counting the lint 
atall, they would get rich from it, This was a 
~tartling statement, but the various uses of cotion 
seed and its products are daily increasing, and there 


veloped in it. 


At the time Mr. Atkinson made this state- 
ment there was not a cotton seed mill in 
the state of Georgia, and but one or two in the 
whole south. This was only ten years ago, and 
there are now over the south a dozen large mills, 
and innumerable small ones. One mill that we 
know of, on an imyestment of one hundred and 


} thirty-five thousand dollars—paid the first year 


ninety-six thousand dollarsnet. What manufac- 
turing business can beat that? 


Cotton seed has added very largely to the 
freighg of railroads, Ten years ago there was not & 
‘dozen.car loads of seed hauled py the railroads in 
this state; last year over fifty per ceut of the seed in 
Georgia was hauled from the p'antations to the 
mills by the railroads. When you consider that for 
every ton of cotton made there are two tons of 
seed, you cap{ appreciate the enormous lacrease in 
freight in the cotton belt. : , 
Hauling the seel from the plantation to the 
mills by no means stops the treight- carning capacity 
of theseed. The mealis carried to the fertilizer 
factories, the hulls are sold for the same purpose or, 
as food ior cattle, and the oil is carrfed io the west 
tomake lard, and a Jarge quantity to Europe to 
make pure olive oil Thecotton seed ojl product 
now absolutely controls the lard and olive oil mar- 
kets of the world. eet 


It is a matter of surprise that our farmers do 
not get a better price for their cotton seed. IJtisa 
shame to sell this valuable product for three-quar- 
ters ofa centa pound, It is more difficult to make 
than beef ur pork, yet compare the prices. If the 
lint is worth ten cents a pound the seed, being just 
as useful in itsline, should certainly bé worth five 
cents, Why don’t the farmers demand a better 
price? They have the whole thing in 
theirown hands, and five cents a pound is not too 
much for good, fresh seed. 


To se)] the seed for prices now paid and pur- 
chase guano is the worst kind ofeconomy. Bet:er 
keepthe seed and waste the oll. The oil in the seed 
is of no use as a fertilizer, but still you get all these 
in the seed, and at present prices it pays to waste 
the oil. The truth of the matter is this: Our farmers 
have noyer properly valued cotton seed, A few 
years aco they had no valueatail, and indeed, were 
considered a nuisance. After awhile a few used 
them as a fertilizer, but uever till the oll mills were 
in operation was there a fixed value to the seed. 
The oil mills fixed their value, and they fixed it too 
low. Now let the farmerstry it. They can handle 
the matterif they show the same determination 
they did about jute bagging. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson isa public benefactor. 
His latest good work—thatis we say his latest, but 
we have not heard from himin oyer two weeks— 
is the invention of acooking stove to be used to 
economise in fuel and servants, two very great 
leaks in house-keeping. The stove is a complete 
success. The writer has seen it tried, indeed has 
one, among the first Mr. Atkinson had made by 
Kendrick & Bros., of Brokline, Mass, The stove is 
so arranged that a dinner can be cooked for a dozen 
from the heat of an ordinary kerosene lamp. 
Eyery particie of heat is utilized. Itiscaughtina 
jacket that surrounds the oven, and the food is 
cooked very slowly, butto perfection, Mr. Atkin- 
son calls his stove the Alladin cooker, andit does 
its work marvelously well. It takes from three to 
five hours to prepare a meal on this stove, but the 
cook has nothing todo butto puton dinner and 
leave it—no chance to burn, boil over or blister.

“Zend word to mother to pray for me. Tell her, 
if I dié; that I die while trying to serve the south, 
the land I love so well.”’ 

The Uniie1 States mourns the close of @ career 
which, for its early achievements, for its widespread 
influence in givinga clearer understanding of the 
patriotic relations now existing between the people 
ef the north and the south, stands unequalled in 
the history of the past quarter of a century.

NOT SO BAD AS PAINTED 


SHERIFF THOMAS TALKS ABOUT 
FULION COUNTY’S JAIL. 


He Says the Authorities Are Satisfied with 
the Jail’s Condition, and that Mr. Night- 
ingale Sees Through Partisan Eyes. 


The article in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
from the lips of Inspector Nightingale regard- 
ing the unhealthy condition ofthe county jail 
created considerable discussion among county 
officials generally yesterday. 

Sheriff Thomas was indignant at the charges 
preferred by Mr. Nightingale. He was very 
much surprised that any one should make 
such a wholesale denunciation of the condi- 
tion of the jail, but was disposed to view the 
inspector’s unofticial opinion as being evolved 
in his fertile brain for political and partisan 
purposes, especially when  sg580 _ closely 
coupled with insinuations as to the 
past record of the northern district 
under democratic rule, and such a high 
compliment to the present administration, 
under the republican regime. 

Then it has only been ashort time since In- 
spector Turner, who is authority on such mat- 
ter, in an interview published in these 
columns, said that the Fulton ‘county jail was 
the best in the state; that it was admittedly 
too small, but in point of cleanness and food 
he had not seen its superior in Georgia, after 
having personally inspected them all. 

The county commissioners completed their 
antiual inspection of the jail a few days ago, 
and in the report read last Wednesday at their 
meeting ungualifiedly approved and indorsed 
the sheriff and his associates for the admirable 
condition in which the building and every- 
thing connected with itfwas fouud. 

Sheriff Thomas was seen ‘yesterday, and 
when asked about the statement of Inspector 
Nightingale,said: 

‘Is 1t not strange that after I have complied 
with every saggestion made by United States 
Surgeon Chapman aud the county commission 
in erecting a suitable jail forthe United States 
prisoners, at a very great expense, the same 
having been passed on as entirely satisfactory, 
is it not‘strange that a great ery is made fora 
new jail? Some reason for haying one built 
must be found. 7 

“The interview with a Mr. Nightingale, 
who represents himself as special examiner, 
does us a very great injustice, and so it would 
seem to any fair-minded person who consid- 
ered the article in today’s ConsTITUTION im- 
partially. §$Why did he not call upon the sheriff 
and ask to be shown around in the jail, if he 
is accredited with the duties of an inspector? 
The general tenor of the whole matter is 
to make the impression that a new jail is posi- 
tively necessary. Be itso. But this examiner, 
nor any one else has the right to make it ap- 
pear, without the facts warrant, that the jail 
is in such deplorable condition on account of 
the presdut management. 

*T have asked permission to go before the 
grand jury, now in session, and have them 
appoint a committee to examine and report on 
its condition, and I am notafraid of the result. 
I refer to our county commissioners, who have 
only a few days ago given the jail and the sur- 
roundings a thorough inspection, and expressed 
to me perfect satisfaction at its condition and 
that of the prisoners. In fact, they found only 
one thing that was not satisfactory, and that 
was some broken glass in the rear of the main 
jail building, which a lunatic prisoner had 

roken out. This, of course, rendered the jail 
at that time a little cool, but they ordered the 
glass put in at once, and it has been done. As 
to the feeding of the prisoners there has never 
been a word of complamt from any 
quarter, and I defy the examiner 
oranyone else to furnish eyidence that such 
complaints are true as made. 

“Ifit cost the last cent that is allowed us to 
give these unfortunate Ph tay a enough to eat 
of good and healthy food, they shall have it 
and always have had it. The county com- 
missioners were so pleased with the condition 
of the jail that they complimented al! con- 
- nected with it, and on Christmas day Chair- 
man Kiser, partly on account of these facts, 
aud representing as he does a humane coém- 
mission, sent down turke

I only mention this last incident that 
the/ community may know that we who have 
charge of these people, are as humane and 
careful for their comfort as anybody on 
earth.’’ 

“If Mr. Nightingale has any complaints to 
make why make them in this general way. 
Is it on the crowded condition of the jail—on 
account of food furnished—or what, that he 
complains? The truth of the matter is, 
théré area good many interested parties who 
would like tosee a big government jail built 
here, and they want some pretext—some rea- 
son to present to the government for such ac- 
tion. Something must be done to start the 
movement, and that is all thereisin it. If the 
government or county wants the jail larger, 
let it goat it and make it just as big and as 
fine as they want to. I would not throw an 
obstacle in the way thereof. It will only turn 
a little money loose in our city. 

‘Mr. Howard Perry, examiner of jails for 
the United States government, under demo- 
cratic rule, has on several occasions stated, 
after making the most thorough examination, 
that ourjail was the best keptof any in the 
southern states. I want’to put myself on rec- 


' ord right here by saying that I am in favor of

Messrs. Poole and Ozburn have been turn- 
keys at'the Fulton county jailso many years, 
no one knows when they began. Be 
tween them, they haye searched and- 
locked up more criminals than the 
jail could possibly hold. They are both rough 
and kind, as the occasion requires. They are 
genuine jailers. If a prisoner obey the rules 
the jailers will do all they can to: make their 
stay pleasant, but if they disobey—then they 
must take the consequences. They know but 
one thing—duty—and are as sure to follow or- 
ders as orders are to be issued. With them 
Mr. Tolleson is quite friendly, but he neither 
asks nor receives a favor from them. 

Last fall the ovens health began to fail 
him and JudgeClark relieved him by issuing an 
order to permit him to visit his physician, Dr. 
Hobbs, once a week. Then he was given a 
room outside the cells where he remained un- 
til some one informed Judge Clark. This was 
not contemplated in Judge Clark’s order and 
Mr. amen was sent back to solitary confine- 
ment. 

There he has remained since. 

In the morning his servant brings his break- 
fast, and the prisoner takes it with a relish. 
Then he passes an x Seatbin about She cor- 
ridor for exercise. The exercise is followed by 
reading and writing. Then at 4 o’clock he has 
his dinner, and then spins around for exercise 
until locking up time comes, 

“I have often heard it said,’’ said he, yester- 
day, “‘that I clerked in a store in Spartanburg. 
That is untrue. I wasin business for mayaurt 
there at eighteen years of age, and when I 
came to Atlanta brought $10,000 in hara cash 
with me. I also brought indorsements of the 
most flattering character from. the leading 
men of South Carolina, and those letters have 
been printed in THe Constirutron.” ~ 
_‘‘In the Mercantile Banking company’s par 
lists, which were printed,’ he wont on, ‘it was 
distinctly and plainly printed that all settle- 
ments were to be paid either once in fifteen or 
There was no deception about 
that. Those par lists are now in the hands of 
Judge Clarke.” : 
No one connected with the Tolleson case | 
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the court in many cases. 

In fact Mr. Northen is a sort ofa receiver 
eneral for Atlanta. 

. If there is a failure in Atlanta today it is 

safe to bet that Mr. Northen will be made 

the receiver. 

He is a smal! man when standing upon his 

feet, but when stiting down covers considera- 

ble territory. : 

In other words he is wide out. 

Mr. Northen’s figure has given him a nick 

name—one which will stick to him for ever. 

His friends all call him “Stamp.” 

Mr. Northen has worked faithfully and dili- 

pnts in the Tolleson case, but his energy

sixty cents, which has become just as famous 
as the case. 

But that sixty cents has grown at & most 
wonderful rate. Today the receiver has about 
$2,000 of money in his hands. This increase 
indicates the value of Mr. Northen to any 
creditor who may be contemplating assign- 
ing for the appointment of a receiver for some 
of hisunlucky debtors. He and Mr. Tolleson 
are friends and converse as freely and pleas- 
antly as they did betore the case began. Mr. 
Northen is one of the frequent visitors at the 
_jail, and Mr. Tolleson always receives. him 
warmly. In speaking of the case, Mr. 
Northen yesterday said: 

“Mr. Tolleson had, from all I could gather, 
all or at least most of the bank working for 
him for nothing and carrying from- $1,000 to 
$15,000 to his credit with his bank. For in- 
stance the City National Bank of Louisville, 
would do all of Talleson’s western collections 
without exchange if he would do the. North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Florida collec 
tions. The bank in Florida did his Florida 
collections in exchange for western collections, 
Tolleson charging for North Carolina, Sovth 
Carolina, Florida and Alabama, thus 
making the exchange. A _ bank in 
Salsbury, North Carolina, did his collecting 
for that state if he would do the Florida col- 
lecting, Tolleson charging for western collec- 
tions, and North Carolina, and South Carolina, 
and Georgia, &c. AsI understood it, his plan 
was to settle the first and fifteenth of each 
month with his banks. In this way he had 
all the banks working for him, and they car- 
rying a large balance at his bank at the same 
time. The best evideuGe of their balance is 
the amount he was due his creditors at time of 
his failure.’’
